“How  to  Help  Yourself”,  a  fasci¬ 
nating  talk  full  of  personality  point¬ 
ers  and  brightened  with  interesting 
stories  gleaned  from  world  travel 
and  contacts  with  famous  people, 
will  be  given  by  Miss  Jill  Edwards 
before  the  College  Club  on  Monday 
March  6,  in  the  Music  Room. 

An  Example  of  Charm 

Miss  Edwards  is  today’s  foremost 
speaker  on  the  subject  of  person¬ 
ality  and  is  a  most  persuasive  ex¬ 
emplification  in  character  and  per¬ 
son  of  her  methods  of  developing  a 
pleasing  and  magnetic  charm.  She 
brings  a  definite  message  that  a 
well-rounded,  radiant  personality  is 
within  the  reach  of  everyone  if  each 
uses  the  abilities  he  possesses. 

Leaves  Definite  Points 

Seven  points  are  left  with  her 
audience,  which,  if  they  are  conscien¬ 
tiously  followed,  will  assure  each  per¬ 
son  the  place  in  life  he  deserves. 
Miss  Edwards  implants  these  in  the 
minds  of  her  audience  in  her  own 
gay  and  intimate  manner,  which  is 
very  effective,  with  no  apparent  use 
of  force.  Those  who  have  heard  her 
agree  heartily  to  a  statement  made 
by  one  who  knows  her,  “Jill  accom¬ 
plishes  by  charm  and  sometimes  even 
by  indirection  what  other  speakers 
often  try  and  fail  to  do  by  bludgeon¬ 
ing.”  She  has  “that  something”  which 
puts  her  over  with  every  group  she 
addresses. 

Graduate  of  Oberlin 

Jill  Edwards  was  graduated  from 
Oberlin  College  and  has  pursued 
graduate  studies  in  speech  at  North¬ 
western  University.  She  was  the 
“Jill”  of  the  “Jill  and  Judy”  team 
on  NBC;  she  has  been  educational 
director  of  radio  station  WAAF, 
Palmer  House,  Chicago,  and  is  now 
heard  weekly  over  a  national  hook¬ 
up.  She  was  brought  up  in  China,  a 
daughter  of  medical  missionaries. 
Her  life  has  been  a  “fascinating 
combination  of  romance,  foresight, 
and  self  development.”

College  Debaters 
Prepare  Briefs  For 
Tournament  Foes 

The  Junior  College  affirmatives  and 
negative  debate  teams  are  pitting 
their  cases  against  one  another  this 
week,  in  preparation  for  more  serious 
conflicts  next  month. 

The  conference  debates  are  sched¬ 
uled  to  take  place  at  least  a  week 
apart,  beginning  early  in  March.  One 
team  from  each  school  travels  and 
one  debates  at  its  home  school  each 
week.  In  former  years,  all  the  de¬ 
bates  were  held  on  one  day,  but  this 
practice  was  abandoned  because  it 
was  too  rigorous.  The  present  ar¬ 
rangement  allows  teams  to  improve 
their  cases  between  meets,  and  thus 
gain  a  wider  knowledge  of  the  ques¬ 
tion.

Joliet  is  fortunate  in  having  Mr. 
W.  L  Myers  as  its  able  coach.  For 
several  years  he  was  president  of  the 
Illinois  Junior  College  Debate  Con¬ 
ference.  He  also  coaches  the  high 
school  teams,  and  is  known  as  one 
of  the  most  ingenious  and  discerning 
coaches  in  the  conference. 

The  collegians  have  been  attending 
high  school  debates  in  order  to  be¬ 
come  more  familiar  with  the  question 
and  with  actual  debate  practice.  Last 
week  they  heard  the  Joliet  high  school 
team  in  two  debates  against  LaSalle- 
Peru  high  school. 

Debate  Question 

The  question :  Resolved,  that  the 
United  States  should  establish  an 
alliance  with  great  Britain  is  a  time¬ 
ly  and  vitally  interesting  one,  and 
the  Joliet  teams  are  approaching  it 
from  a  new  angle  which  brings  fresh¬ 
ness  to  the  discussion. 

However,  the  arguments  are  as  yet 
undeveloped,  and  the  debaters  are 
inexperienced,  so  the  outlook  is  none 
too  good.  They  have  an  experienced 
coach,  and  a  wide  fund  of  material. 
It  remains  for  the  debaters  them¬ 
selves  to  “produce  the  goods”  that 
will  justify  their  coach’s  confidence.

Coach  Wills,  who  was  laid  up  with 
influenza  for  a  week,  put  his  boys 
through  stiff  workouts  this  week  and 
has  most  of  the  players  in  fairly 
good  condition  for  the  current  state 
tournament.  Old  man  “Flu”  also 
caught  hold  of  Captain  Bob  Arch- 
ambault,  Bob  Blackburn  and  Jack 
Hogan,  and  sent  them  under  the 
covers.  Blackburn  was  the  only  one 
of  the  trio  to  see  action  in  the  Con¬ 
cordia  game,  last  Saturday  night. 

Rocky  Road 

On  paper  the  Wolves  have  the  best 
chance  of  knocking  over  their  rivals; 
however  their  road  to  the  champion¬ 
ship  will  be  plenty  rocky.  With  such 
scrappy  teams  as  LaGrange,  Wright, 
Morton  and  other  strong  teams  of 
this  area  anything  may  happen.  Each 
of  these  teams  possesses  high  scoring 
machines  and  one  of  the  three  may 
upset  the  dope. 

To  get  into  the  finals,  the  Jaycee 
quintet  has  to  wade  through  Thorn¬ 
ton  and  either  Wilson  or  Morton, 
which  is  no  easy  task.

SOPHS:  SEE  RULES 
FOR  TRANSFER  OF 
CREDITS  NEXT  YEAR 

Joliet  Junior  College  is  on  the 
North  Central  Association  of  Col¬ 
leges  and  Secondary  Schools  accredit¬ 
ed  list  and  is  also  on  the  state  ac- 
cedited  list  for  the  state  University. 
By  virtue  of  these  conditions,  junior 
collegians  from  this  school  find  little 
diffciulty  in  transferring  their  credits 
to  other  schools. 

Should  Avoid  “D’s” 

The  students  must  avoid  receiving 
D  hours  in  more  than  a  few  subjects, 
because  many  schools  find  this  an 
objectionable  factor  and  will  not  ac¬ 
cept  a  chronic  “D”  pupil.  Sixty 
hours  of  credit  are  required  for  grad¬ 
uation  and  sixty-six  hours  is  the 
maximum  amount  of  hours  a  junior 
college  graduate  may  receive  credit 
for  upon  entering  another  school. 

See  Dean  For  Blanks 

The  student  who  wishes  to  transfer 
his  credit  should  notify  our  Dean  as 
to  which  school  he  wishes  the  trans¬ 
fer  to  be  made.  A  transfer  blank 
is  then  made  out  and  sent  to  the 
other  school  for  approval.  This  trans¬ 
fer  blank  when  made  out  and  sent 
to  the  other  school  for  approval,  in¬ 
cludes  a  list  of  the  high  school  sub¬ 
jects  which  the  student  has  offered 
for  college  entrance  credit,  as  well 
as  a  descriptive  title  of  each  college 
subject  the  student  has  carried.  The 
hours  of  credit  and  the  grade  re¬ 
ceived  in  each  subject  are  also  includ¬ 
ed  in  the  information  which  the  blank 
offers.

Noted  Writer  Pens 
First  In  Series  On 
Algy  The  Great

On  July  5,  1918,  a  bouncing  baby 
boy  arrived  in  our  community.  This 
lad  showed  signs  of  unusual  strength. 
Two  hours  after  birth  he  was  found 
chinning  himself  on  a  chandelier.  In 
October  of  the  same  year,  he  arrived 
in  France  to  end  the  World  War. 
As  soon  as  the  Germans  saw  him 
coming  they  immediately  surren¬ 
dered. 

He  had  performed  many  feats  in 
the  past  which  have  marked  him  as 
the  world’s  strongest  and  most  popu¬ 
lar  human.
